WOLVES IN SHEEP'S CLOTHING 


"Our Job is to help ensure the rally and march is cal, peaceful, orderly and with no injury 
to person or property, where participants can express themselves unhindered (peacefully), 
and be able to hear speakers without distraction. To keep our event...pleasant. Realize that 
a Security Marshal cannot effectively do his or her job if we fully participate in chants, 
listening...to speakers, etc. We need to keep most of our attention... on the orderly conduct 

ofthe rally and march... on the outer edges of our group... looking at individuals closely. Look 

around every 10 to 20 minutes or so, and notice where exactly all other visible Security 

members are located... locate where the different police officers are. Keep these in mind. 

It's best you carry nothing. able to move fast. Do help guide people and briefly answer 

questions, but do not let anyone engage you in any long conversations or arguments, 

distracting you from keeping your attention looking out and around the crowd. Stay close 

by your other two team mates. We Marshals should keep a "low profile” in terms of handling 

others. Handle belligerent individuals with slow, calm talk, seeming to agree with them, and 

slowly leading them away while distracting. It's best we not physically try to remove aperson, 

even by gently grabbing their arm, but when such is needed: one of the three-member team 

— c Sigua go get a police officer for assistance. Police purpose is wholly and only to 

— ensure we can and do have our peaceful lawful rights to assemble and march and speak, 

Oe without interference from other individuals or groups--who should get their own purpose... 

Some othertime. The officers... were all quite friendly and supportive... even apologized for 

having to wear riot helmets at the rally per their regulations for protection. they want to do 

all possible to not even appear to be intimidating... They will gladly assist us to remove any 

seriously disruptive person (especially if injuring or threat to injure any person or property) 

at our request. You should know what groups are/aren't Coalition members... there 

commonly willbe very few, not even part of any group, who come to such events, any events, 

just to cause trouble. Sgt.XXX... advised to be watchful for individuals wearing scarves over 

their face (such have repeatedly disrupted other events...), those with back packs (especially 

if appearing heavy--as with rocks), any carrying picket... made with heavy or thick wood (like 

2x4's) intended as weapons, or any carrying tubes (in which weapons could be concealed)... 

watch for people up on roofs or trees... They asked that we assist them by clearing the way... 

whenever they do have to make an arrest, and stand by them as a buffer--so innocent 

members of our group won't mistakenly think the arrested person is one of us, and to keep 

things calm... help keep people out of the way if they have to disperse part of the crowd, 
especially in order to reach an offender (like someone who's thrown a rock)...” 


Excerpts from a confidential "Security Marshal/Monitor Briefing" for a recent demonstra- 


tion in Portland, OR. Despite geographical distance, the behavior of monitors/peace police 


is the same anywhere and everywhere, The role of every cop-with or without uniform-id to 
keep you and | under control.

Well...We believe in peace but... 


Now that the Oil War is over, the word "peace" has crept back into the day to day vocabulary 
ofjustabouteveryone. Especially the media has picked up onit. While hyping the warlike they would 
a major sports event, they have also begun to sing the Praises of eventual peace in the Gulf. They 
have commercialized peace justas they have commercialized war. This self-serving use of the term 
is even more blatant when you walk by a store window and see "peace" T-shirts next to "Dessert 
Storm" ones. > 

But what they are selling is that what peace is all about? No, we don't think so. Peace in the 
Persian Gulf will not come about when the fighting stops. We don't believe peace is the opposite of 
war. In fact, the absence of war is hardly a justification for the word peace. When the war is over ` 
will there be peace for the returned soldiers? No. There will still be racism, sexism, bigotry, 
unemployment and poverty awaiting for them. The war may be over but there is no peace. The 
fighting may be over but the conflict remains the same, in the Gulf and at home. 

Our vision of peace goes far beyond that. In fact, this vision takes us beyond the word peace 
as we know it. We believe there will only be peace when we have freedom, autonomy, and equality 
for all people. A planet where people work together for a common goal, using resources for the bet- 
terment of the population, not for the individual. Where people don't live in fear of repression for 
modes of thinking of the desire to create their own future, explore their own abilities and ideas. We 
can't expect utopia, but we can take control of our own lives and aim for a dream. 

Butthat may be a long way off as there are countless roadblocks on the path to freedom. The 
authoritarian institutions that weave the fabric of this society are deeply interwoven and we can't 
expectitto breakeasily. Therearealotofthose dupedinto thinking they can "work within the system" 
to make changes. But by doing this they are simply helping the system grow, making the fabric 
tighter, and eventually choking those underneath it.

Itis extremely important to build a broad anti-war consen- 
Sus, tohave thousands of people peacefully marching against 
the war, but as we trundle below the gleaming skyscrapers, 
the CEO's and their executives continue life as usual, dictat- 
ing the day to day policies which both CAUSE war AND 
PROFIT from it. As we file past the Armed Forces Recruit- 
ment Center with peace symbols flashing, the recruiters 
continue to entice young people into military serfdom. 

And America continues to pummel Iraq with the most 
bombs ever dropped upon any country at any time in history. 


TIPS AND TACTICS 


1. Fight the War and Not Each Other - Respect Diversity 
in Protest 

Wewill differ in our forms of protestand resistance, butwe 
muststruggle with this internally and remain united in our goal 
to STOP THE WAR! 


2. No Collaboration with the Police 

Members ofcertain organizations have specifically stated 
over national radio that they will collaborate with police in 
identifying militants within the movement. This is intoler- 
able!! 


A diversity of actions, from peaceful marching to militant 
direct action and property damage, is necessary to stop the 
war. 

The escalation of resistance and serious social and politi- 
cal turmoil were essential in stopping the Vietnam war. 
Again, our country is in an immoral war. So again, we must 
createasituation of social and political turmoil strong enough 
to seriously affect the war effort. 

The Bay Areais extremely important in the war economy. 
Weapons are designed and manufactured at UC Berkeley 
and Silicon Valley, there are military bases throughout the 
area, plus many international bank and oil company head- 
quarters. We are in a unique position to do some serious 
disruption to business as usual. Of course, since the area is 
economically dependant on the war, we will have to expect 
bad media and intense police pressure. People must be 
challenged to make a stand. Already people are creating 
these challenges. 


3. Combat Racism Within the Movement 

Activists and protesters should be race conscious and 
avoid Euro-centric, middle-class, white definitions of protest 
behavior and agenda during this time of resistance, 


4. Be Aware of the Targets of Your Actions 

Spray painting the homes of working class people and 
damaging small businesses is really stupid and irrespon- 
sible. Make sure the targets of your actions are responsibly 
chosen and your message is clear. 


5. There is a Time and Place for Everything 
Do not let impatients and frustration take the place of re- 
sponsible, well thought out actions. 


6. Discuss/Share Tips, Targets, Tactics 

- Talkwith people about differing tactics, help people figure 
things out, educate and inform each other. But be EXTRA 
careful of who you are talking to when you talk about possibly 
illegal tactics. Es

On January 14, the State of Wisconsin released its 
decision to approve a permit to the Flambeau Mining Co. (A 
subsidiary of Kennecott Corporation, owned by RTZ a Brit- 
ish-based mining conglomerate) to open pit mine a massive 
Sulfide ore body, capable of leaching sulfuric acid and heavy 
metals into the water and major destruction ofland. The mine 
would be located on the banks of the pristine Flambeau River 
in Northern Wisconsin near Ladysmith and Grant. < 

Despite this permit, a coalition of local citizens who 
oppose the mining, Rusk County Citizen's Action Group, are 
pressing ahead with a lawsuit against State of Wisconsin 
which seeks to have the mining agreement invalidated and 
impose a temporary injunction issued to prevent the mine 
from opening. The lawsuitis last-ditch response to keep the 
mine closed after local councils and the state legislature un- 
democratically approved the plan without the the approval of 
local populace. the lawsuit further charges that the state 
Department of Natural Resources environmental impact 
Statement was inadequate and the mine poses as serious 
threat to the Flambeau River and norther Wisconsin ecosys- 
tem 

Residents of Rusk County have been battling attempts by 
RTZ to mine thearea forover 15 years. They cite RTZ's poor 
environmental track record, the fact that the mine will only 
benefitanyone besides RTZin the short term with perhaps 40 
Jobs lasting only 5 years, and potential infringement of the 
rights ofNative Americans and potentially degrade the quality 
of life by destroying essential food and medicinal sources.

+ The unsuitability of the site—with the Flambeau River 140 
feet to the east, a hospital and college one mile north, a 
major state highway 100 yards west, and a crude oil 
pipeline one half miles south. 

+ The lack of environmental protection afforded by weakened 
state regulations and the variances requested by the com- 
pany. 

* The undemocratic nature of the permitting process and the 
loss of local control for the project. 

* The rights of the Chippewa tribes to have a say on issues 
affecting their ability to excersize their hunting and gather- 
ing rights within the ceded territories. 

* The inappropriateness of bringing a new and admittedly 
“dirty” industry in out environmentally state that already 
has over 200 bodies of water whose fish are unsafe to eat. 

* The folly making important resource management deci- 
sions based solely on the basis of short-term corporate 
profits. 


THE CORPORTATE SHELL GAME 


The "Flameau Mining Company” is a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of Kennecott Minerals Company, which is intself is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of Rio Tinto Zinc (RTZ), possibly the 
world's largest mining company. By creating a small, "inde- 
pendent operation", RTZ and Kennecott avoid all financial 
liability (and thus environmental accountability) for the mine. 
The Flambeau Mining Company can declare itself bankrupt 
as soon as the mine shuts down. Rio Tinto Zinc and 
Kennecott cannot worldwide where their mining operations 
have not caused irreparable harm. 


RTZ's INFAMOUS TRACK RECORD 


+ RIZis the only mining company to be the subjected of 
United Nations’ resolutions concerning apartheid working 
conditions-in Namibia. 

* A Kennecott mine, the Bingham Canyon Mine in Copper- 
town, Utah, is the world's largest open-pit copper mine and 
is rated by the National Wildlife Federation as the ninth 
largest polluter in the U.S. 

* An RTZ uranium mine in the Elliot Lake region of Ontario, 
Canada has contaminated the Serpent River ‘Basin with 
radioactivity to the point where it is unfit for human use and 
all the fish are dead. 

* In Brazil, RTZ is working to destroy the Amazon by being 
a partner in the largest mining project ever seen, the 
Carajas Mines. 

* The Australian subsidiary (CRA) when confronted with the 
property rights of Aboriginal people made the telling state-

+ In Papau New Guinea, CRA was forced to close their 
Bougainville copper mine when local irate inhabitants

* InChile, Kennecott helped a military dictatorship replace an 
elected government to protect, or secure their interest in 
30% of the holdings for the world's largest copper mine. 


ECONOMIC IMPACT 


* The economy of Northern Wisconsin is based on farming, 
tourism, forest products and recreational sports; all of 
which will be hurt by the mining. 

* The wells that dozens of local farmers depend on will be 
threatened by falling water tables and pollution. 

* Mining is a boom and bust industry. A few short-term jobs 
are not acceptable as a trade for long-term depression; 
consider Appalachia, the upper peninsula of Michigan and 
Northern Minnesota. 

* Thought the ore body itselfis worth $500 million, less than 
-S* will go to the town of Grant, the City of Ladysmith and 
Rusk County. 

+ The real profits from the mine will go to shareholders of RTZ 
(already worth over $7 billion). Over 50% of RTZs invest- 
ments are in the U.S. while only 3% ofit's stockholders live 
in North America. 

+ At most, the mine will create 40 jobs for five years. But 
probably far fewer as another RTZ mine in Elliot Lake, 
Ontario is laying off 1300 experienced miners starting in 
January 1991. 


BIG BUSINESS AND GOVERNMENT 
IN BED TOGETHER 


* CurrentSecretaryof Administration, James Klauser, worked 
for Exxon until 1986--lobbying for a copper-zinc mine in 
Crandon, Wisconsin. 

+ Wisconsin's so-called "tough mining laws” have already 
been steadily eroded since 1986, when Klauser was ap- 
pointed Secretary of Administration. 

* For example; in 1988 Kennecott drafted an amendment 
which was attached to the annual budget allowing the 
bypass of local moratoriums which was then signed into 

- law by Governor Thompson. 

* Governor Thompson has also singed into law a bill giving 
mining companies permission to mine Wisconsin State 
Parks. 

* The Department of-Natural Resources has granted four 
“variances” enabling Kennecott to bypass Wisconsin's 


“tough mining laws," including the allowance ofKennecott"| 


to mine 140 ft. from the Flambeau Ri 

* Virtually all the studies by the DNR in "their" Final Environ- 
mental Impact Statementwere conducted by Kennecott or 
with reference to Kennecott-compiled data. 


ENVIRONMENTAL NIGHTMARE 


+ The proposed 32 acre pitwill be 140 feet from the Flambeau 
River and will create rock waste piles covering 67 acres, 
60-70 feet high. 

* The only thing separating the waste rock form the river will 
be an earthen barrier. 

+ Waste water collected from both waste piles and from 
seepage into the pit will be "treated" and discharged into 
the Flambeau. 

+ Kennecott has never operated a waste water treatment 
plant before. 

* Itis a sulfide ore body and will create sulfuric acid. Sulfuric 
acid is know to leach heavy metals from surrounding bed- 
rock. 


* At least 20 heavy metals will be discharged and will 





accumulate in river sedimentation and ultimately in the riv- 
erine ecology and humans. 

* Kennecott will be testing for four agricultural pesticides, 
which they won't be using, but will not be testing for 
gasoline or diesel fuel, which will be used and stored in 
large quantities on the mine site. 

Kennecott may stop testing for any pollutants which don't 
register in the initial tests. 

* Corporate accountability for environmental impact damage 
extends to only five years after the mine closes. 


SOCIAL AND CULTURAL IMPACT 


* Since the mines proposal, many friends have turned 
enemies and their sense of community is broken. This is 
before the mine. 

* The permitting process is undemocratic and disrespectful. 
The two local moratoriums on mining were overruled by a 
law which went into effect after the moratoriums were 
passed-the law which Kennecott lawyers drafted (see IN 
SAME BED) 

* Blasting from minewill create sulphurand particulate laden 
dust clouds, as well as a lot of noise, that will interfere with 
the daily lives of people-a retirementhome, a hospital and 
a college are all within one mile of the mine. 

* Therailroad spur needed tocartthe ore away will run across 
highway 27, a major artery south of town. As revealed in 
hearings, Kennecott "experts" had not even thought of the 
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Toad being blocked_by a train when an ambulance was 
needed south of town.

Iraq and a day after huge crowds gathered in Minneapolis to 
protest the war~a local women was slapped with a maximum 
l an act of non-violent civil disobedience. Leigh

months in prison, three years probabation, $932 restitution, 
Substance abuse treatment and mandatory drug testing 
every 60 days while on probabation. Leigh has no prior 
arrests or convictions and absolutely no history of drug or 
alcohol abuse. 

Last September, Leigh was charged with defacing gov- 
ernment property after she threw symbolic blood (water- 
soluble red paint) on the Minneapolis Federal Courthouse to 
protest U.S. aid to El Salvador. 

During the sentencing, US Attorney Gerry Arnold asked 
Magistrate J. Earl Cudd to give Leigh a harsh sentence to 
deter other protestors. Arnold said "This is the first case 
before the courtin some period of time. I would suggestto the 
court that, in view of world situations, there may be other 
cases... We would ask the court to imposea sentence of such 
a fashion as to provide [an example] to those persons, who 
in the future, demonstrate...” 

On the day after sentencing, another anti war activist was 
arrested and jailed after a blockade of the Old Federal 
Building in downtown Minneapolis. Tyler was picked up by 
police as he was leaving the action by himself. He was 
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tiwar activist was sentenced to three | activists with all charges. 


charged with several counts of destruction of property and 
the court attempted to pin the extensive damages done 
earlier in the day on him. Both of these are common tactics- 
-the arrest of single activists after an action and railroading 

- Instead ofa. long andc costly. ee » Tylerchosetoaccep | 
a plea-bargain. Even so he has still be slapped with a $750 
fine and a year's probation. 

Both of these are cases where the governmentis attempt- 
ing to intimidate the anti-war movement. This excessive pun- 
ishment, however, only will serve to deepen our conviction. 
We can learn from our mistakes and not allow government 
intimidation of our movement. 

These arrests and sentences should further serve to 
Stress the importance of wearing disguises while participat- 
ing in any illegalactions. Unarresting, or the physical removal 
ofcaptured comrades from police hands, is also vitally impor- 
tant to prevent any further losses to our ranks. Furthermore, 
when leaving mass actions it is important to leave in large 
groups to avoid isolation--meaning an easy target for police.

In cases without 
injury spikers could receive up to a year in jail and 
a $3000 fine. 

Parasite politician Skip Finn, the bill's chief 
author, used the popular ‘those poor little loggers 
are being hurt criminal fanatics” as for the reason 
behind the legislation. Predictably, he is also a 
contributing member of Greenpeace. 

In reality, when trees are spiked by environ- 
mental activists to prevent cutting of virgin forest 
for short-term corporate greed, the logging com- 
pany is always informed of the action. The real 
criminals are the bosses who ignore these warn- 
ings and don't tell the loggers.

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D.I.Y. or don't... 


This editorial has perhaps been along time coming but I've 
been either too busy or too unsure about what I wanted to say 
and do. This has alot to do with Profane Existence and how 
things are run. Italso has to do with alot of new changes and 
the potential non-future of the collective. 

First, let's get one thing straight to stopthe rumors. Myself 
nor anyone else here doesn't get paid for workon Profane Ex- 
istence with the exception of music and zines sent to us for 
review, Right now Profane Existence is paying my share of 
the rent in the house but so far what that has amounted to is 
Very far from even coming close to how much money (not to 
mention time) I've put into Profane Existence. In a way this 
has become a job for me because I've no longer time to do 
anything else. If we were really "in it for the money" we 
obviously wouldn't be covering the bands we do nor consider 
ourselves anarchists! 

There have also been some changes around the collec- 
tive. The first was the addition of Newt as an additional edit- 
terrorist which really helps me out. The second is that Bill's. 
leaving us and moving to Madison--which means I'm going to 
be taking over all doings with the record label, at least for the 
near future. Bill and I ran the label together for the last year 
and a half and | think we both got a little disgusted with the 
whole record industry. Releasing records by your favorite 
bands isn'tall bad, mind you, but dealing with distributors and 
other people in the "music business" is extremely annoying to 
say the least. After several weeks of discussion we've 
decided to make some major changes in how we run the 
label. 

When we started Profane Existence Records in ‘89, with 
the Sofa Head LP, we were completely in the dark about what 
we were doing. Our biggest goal was to get the records into 
shops and we sent them out to anyone who would take them. 
This worked out pretty well for our first three records and we 
managed to get them out to a lot of people. However, after 
the Nausea LP two of our distributors, Important and Caro- 
line, were bought out by big business and we decided to drop 
them. However, since we weren't going to send them more 
records they've dragged their heels on paying us up. To this 


| day we are still owed over $2200 by Important, Caroline and 


Dutch East for Sofa Head, Doom and Nausea records. 
Needless to say we'll never distribute any of our stuff through 
these people again even though these are the biggest "inde- 
pendent” distributors around. 

One alternative we had was deal with the other bigger 
distributors like Twin Cities Imports, Cargo, Revolver, etc. 
who could distribute our stuff and be a little more reliable 
about it. This is one option. Another attractive alternative for 
independent labels is to go through a single distributor to deal 
with other distributors. Mordam Records distributes for a 
number of small labels labels in this way, like Lookout, MRR, 
etc. This means less headaches for the small labels because 
Mordam can use the fact that they represent alot of small but 
popular labels which ensures they get paid up on time from 
other big labels. We did the former for a while and then the 
latter when we switched to Scooby Doo/Revolver U.S.A. to 
do allofourdistribution. However we've now decided against 
this because we'd still be dealing with greedy businessmen 
in one way or another. 

The DIY scene is small and virtually non-existent in the 
USS, | theorize this is because even those zines and labels 
who would consider themselves independent are still forced 
to sell out to the same greedy distributors who are trying to 
buy out, if not bury, all independent music. | would find ithard 
to believe that MRR, Lookout Records, Alternative Ten- 
tacles, etc. are not distributed by major corporate distributors 
just as we used to be. We've had enough and those who 
continue this and hide behind behind the DIY label should 
perhaps be questioned for inactivity in seeking alternatives. 
We have been involved with encouraging the growth of a 
completely autonomous network of small distributors. These 
are the people we are going to be relying on from now on. 
There is a stranglehold on independent music and we are no 
longer going to deal with anyone linked to big business what- 
so-ever. Why should anyone have to compromise their 
ideals? 

Due to the small size of the network this means we'll 
probably be putting outless records andin smaller quantities. 
At least for the time being. We've realized that we're really 
going to have to do it ourselves 100% in order to get our 
releases distributed without compromising our ideals. If 
there's anyone out there who's got ideas about breaking the 
distribution monopolies it would be appreciated if you would 
write tous. The "Scum Pit" section in this issue has more on 
distribution for those interested. 

As for the long-term future of Profane Existence Records 
things are pretty grim. We've been working on the "Night- 
mares of Reality" double album compilation, which should 
have been out in January 1990 at the latest, but for various 
reasons has not yet been released. In fact, none of our 
records have come out on time; one of main things holding us 
back have been big distributors (big business, who obviously 





have lots of money) not paying us for past releases. We've 
decided that if we don't have the money to put out the comp. 
lby July we're going to scrap the whole thing and send the 
reels back to the bands. This would bea shame but the tracks 
lare becoming so old that it's almost a disservice to the bands 
ito have been delayed this long to begin with. 

The other area dragging down the record label is this 
magazine you have in your hands. We've yet to break even 
lon an issue despite steadily increasing in circulation. It is 
important for us to keep the price low to make it accessible to 
las many people as possible-giving them away free in the 
Twin Cities is no loss for us as it's no added expense for us 
to print more. The amount of money we get back from people 
who sell it in their communities and subscriptions hardly 
makes a dent in the over-all cost. My personal goal with 
Profane Existence was to create a zine that would resource 
for the international anarchis/punk community and ! hoped 
that through selling ad space we would be supported by that 
community. 

So here's where | beg for ads... we need them to keep 
going so please help us out while helping yourself! Actually, 
here's the deal. |, nor anyone else here, has any more money 
to put into Profane Existence. We'd really like to stick to the 
monthly schedule but we won't send any more issues to the 
printers until we have enough ads to cover the cost. Period. 
'So if the next issue is late you'll know why. Four pages of ads 
will cover our costs per issue-it's that simple. Of course, we 
won't accept any ads by major labels, just like we we won't 
review your records, so nah nah nah! 

OK, almostdone. Ihave been pretty much running A.Y.F. 
Distribution for the past year and I'm getting quite sick of the 
added responsibility. Over the next few months | will be 
separating that from myself and turning it over to other 
people. It's sortofgrown out of control and will be scaled back 
lover the next few months. I've learned a lot about running a 
small distribution so ifanyone has any questions or would like 
help starting one let me know. Profane Existence will 
probably start doing a small mail-order again, but it will be 
very small and selective. 

Finally, before | go, if there's anyone who can set up gigs 
for Extreme Noise Terror between Minneapolis and the East 
Coastin August/September give me a call. Thanx. - Troll 
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Victory is achieved, the status quo is maintained and a 
new Pax Americana is imposed on the world. While our 
myopic government engages in costly adventures abroad 
our nation at home continues to fall apart. All the patrioticwar 
hysteria in the world isn't going to help stop rising homeless- 
ness, poverty, sexism and racism as we slide deeper into re- 
cession. If this downturn takes a real turn for the worse 
people may begin to loose all their economic security and 
question the status quo. While historically this has meant 
increased support for radical groups it is also a breeding 
ground for fascist politics as well. Hate crimes are on the rise 
and skinheads still roam the streets of America unopposed. 
We must be on the lookout for a rise of David Duke style 
politicians who will blame economic conditions on minority 
groups. It would be easy to imagine a series of layoffs in St. 
Paul followed by a surge of assaults on that cities H'mong 
community. We can easily dismiss hate mongers like Duke 
and Metzger as cranks on the lunatic fringe.

| was intrigued by a letter in last months issue that 
criticized punks for wearing military surplus clothing and gear 
since the point of anarchist punk was to be anti-war. | beg to 
differ. Yes, land most every other anarchist | know opposed 
ithe late war in the Middle East. But warfare or at least 
organized violence has been a part of human existence since 
long before the dawn of recorded history. We are a long way 
irom anarchy and even farther from utopia. It is my opinion 
that anarchists will continue to need an instrument of organ- 
ized violence such as a militia for many years into an 
anarchist epoch. This sort of force would be necessary to 
defend communities from attack and act as a check the 
imposition of authoritarian rule. | am also of the opinion that 
about the only thing that can reverse the destruction of many 
inner city communities by racist police, gangs and drug lords 
would be an armed community self defense force such as 
those used by the Black Panther Party in the 60's and early 
70's. Ive used this space before to defend my views on 
firearms, and as an extension of the same argument | would 
defend the acquisition of military accoutrements. Yes alown 
ja couple of pairs of army pants, they are cheap functional and 
will last quite a while, | could leave it at that but... also have 
a full set of LC-1 web gear, an M-52 flak jacket, an old steel 
helmet, an alice pack, an assaultrifie, and a combat shotgun. 
| also know a considerable number of anarchist punks who 
fare in the process of acquiring or saving for weapons. I'm 
\glad thatwe still have the opportunity to acquire weapons and 
equipment anonymously on the open market since such 
items are strictly controlled in most countries. This saves us 
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thetroubleof being forced to clandestinely manufacture such 
items when the excrement hits the spinning blades. Don't 
think for one minute that the state will not use every means at 
its disposal to crush opposition to its tyranny. It's up tous to 
deny the state the opportunity to monopolize violence and 
crush us effortlessly as it has in Lithuania, China and so on. 

Furthermore as | read this letter Iwas reminded of a con- 
versation | had with Tyler of Anarchist Alliance Core on the 
bus while returning from giving a talk on anarchism at Edina 
H.S. In the pastmostsocieties had acomplementof warriors 
(usually the entire able bodied male population) which de- 
fendeditin imesofneed. Idraw yourattention to the Mohawk 
warriors who fought the most recent battle in a 500 year war 
against colonialism this past summer. | think as part of 
natural selection many of us still have what I'd like to refer to 
as a warrior mentality that thrives on action and conflict. Un- 
fortunately most people with this mentality choose to be 
pawns of the state and serve in its armed forces. Guys like 
Tylerand Ihave both seriously considered joining the military 
for the valuable training in combat skills, which we could put 
to use in the service of the revolution, not the ambitions of 
State power. In both of our cases our commitment to 
anarchism and betterjudgement overrode such notions. Still 
I think there is a latent warlike side to many people which 
manifests itselfin such popular activities as war gaming, splat 
ball, weapons collecting, or martial arts. All the above are 
pastimes of mine, and many other punks as well. The 
popularity of such activities only goes to prove that such a 
mentality when not used for evil ends is just as harmless as 
pacifism. 

As for anarchists being anti-war, yes anarchists have and 
should oppose all wars waged by governments to further their 
schemes. Anarchism though is not without its own military 
experience. Recall that anarchists have taken up arms on 
numerous occasions in the name of revolution and self 
defense from Paris Commune onwards. Anarchists have 
fought as both regular and partisan military units and indeed 
as entire armies in the Spanish and Russian revolutions and 
civil wars, and in Italy during World War Il. So there you have 
it, And if some of us think that combat boots, bullet belts, 
camo pants, or berets beyond their functionality look rather 
sporty, so be it. Whois it really harming anyway? 

A note in parting: From now on I'll be typing in all my own 
stuff, in accordance with the new P.E. policy. Last month 
whoever typed in my comments after the "Short History of 
Anarchism" wrote Sacco Vanzetti instead of Sacco and 
Vanzetti referring to the pair as him. When "short history" is 
revised and printed as a pamphlet Iwill take full advantage of 
the new book on Sacco and Vanzetti by Paul Avrich and will 
cover the two with much more accuracy. 
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“Remember, we're still here.” Remember THAT? Itis the 
slogan of class war/political prisoners, and perhaps it should 
be said that we should be doing more than just "remember- 
ing". ` 
There has been several things on my mind this month that 
I've wanted to write about, butafter attending the anti-authori- 
tarian forum this weekend, | realize that there has been an 
issue at the back of my mind wanting to come out for a long 
time, yet it's taken me until now to realize the importance to 
focus on this issue again. 

Lastyear, when traveling in Berlin, | became involved with 
autonomen prisoner solidarity activity and after seeing a 
movie called "Through the Wire", was focusing my attention 
on isolation units within prisons which are designed to psy- 
chologically break political/freedom fighting activists through 
a form of bloodless torture vastly incomparable to any other 
form of torture including medieval practices; sensory depriva- 
tion. If this word doesn't give you a clear enough picture on 
its own, than recall the sensory deprivation experiments so 
cruelly performed upon young rhesus monkeys which many 
times ended in the individuals chewing off their limbs and 
blinding themselves. The effects upon human individuals is 
equally as damaging, and seeing this film again reinstilled not 
only my anger but my fear. 

For many years, and in numerous confrontational situ- 





ations, fear has put up a blockade in front of my displaced 
anger, but! don't think that this fear is merely unique to myself 
as an individual. | think it could easily be said that this is a 
collective fear which holds us all apart and keeps us in long 
periods of stagnation, in frustration; holding us away from our 
potential in truly organizing and fighting in a potentially risky. 
manner; militantly. The integral source of my own frustration 
is that opportunity only knocks once and the door slams shut 
(to coina phrase). For the past 5 years my fingers have been 
jammed in this door. Bruised though they may be, | can still 
clench a fist and | can still fight - But not alone. 

Look, we all know that peace signs, flowers and words. 
don't make the state go away! But | for one wouldn't want to 
risk martyring myself if | felt that no one would be there to 
support me and fight alongside me in solidarity of my actions. 
(Being in jail for a week in Greece was more than enough to 
tell me this - though we DID get the support). What motive 
would | have to take such ariskif| thought Iwould be forgotten. 
and left to a double battle? 

This returns us to the remembrance of those who did fight 
back and now suffer alone. What those in the high security 
"control units" (such as Marion and Lexington) have been 
subjected to is 22 1/2 hours of solitary confinement, fre- 
quently never see the light of day, yetnever see the darkness 
as the lights remain on 24 hours and as does surveillance, 
often no personal belongings are allowed, books are limitéd, 
and mail can be censored. The monthly 10 minute visits that 
are allowed (for those whose family aren't separated by 
hundreds of miles orin poor economic condition to travel) are 
conducted through a glass partition so that they cannot hold 
or touch their loved ones. And what about homosexual lovers 
who are not bound "legally" by marriage (they are often 
completely denied any visitation rights at all). Health care is 
not infrequently denied. When a woman complained of 
unusual uterine bleeding -a sign of possible cancer- she was 
accused of “using her womanhood" to rally sympathy for 
herselfto getout. She DID turn outwitha diagnosis of uterine 
cancer. Prisoners are forced to eat alone in their cells which 
are usually windowless and soundproofed. Daily routine strip 
searches are common, but not for the purpose of looking for 
anything. This is designed to intimidate, humiliate, and add 
to the process of dehumanization. This is BEYOND big 
brother, and 16 new federal prisons (with tentative high 
security lock up units) are in the works now. Ihave the feeling 
that we may be embarking on another witch hunt (though 1 
won't limit this to merely a "political" witch hunt). 

These forms of long term punishments have been given 
on shady convictions- the only conviction really needed 
though is that a person pose a threat to the government - 
while rapists and bureaucratic murderers walk "free". Pris- 
ons can be an ideal breading ground for organization and 
information/knowledge gathering (take the Strangeways 
prison riots and prison siege for example!) so the state seems 
to have found its weapon of choice to combat this. Regard- 
less, there is also a slogan on the "inside": "you can't jail/ 
disarm the spirit!” 

Lastly now - take a look at our own movement. It goes 
without saying that its more than just music (though the: 
music definitely proyides a positive common ground and 
means to communication and energy release), As the music 
industry, itself, tries to market and cash in on “the revolution” 
and our rebellion - stifling potential - WE pick each other apart 
like vultures feeding off each others’ vulnerabilities; critiquing 
and judging each others’ every move and every word as if to 
judge who is worthy of credibility; jailing each other, trapping 
each other. Don't expect everyone to be at the same level . 
We simply aren't, but that's what makes our movement tick. 
Learn torespectall of our diversities! As the saying goes, “fight 
the REAL enemy”, so why is it that we seem so intent on 
pulling and defiling that "enemy" from out of our own proxim- 
ity??? (And I"m not referring to infil-traitors) The result is is 
merely divide and conquer, and you can be sure that the state 
is very much an advocate of this! Now, you can define me, 
you can put me in arigid category of what | "should be" saying 
and doing in the scene/community, you can brand me, defile 
me, and exclude me, but you can NEVER take away my 
anger! My anger is the mostundying real thing | possess. So 
do you. Take hold of it!

Firstly to Ewan McKenzies letter. There seems to be a 
disturbing leans towards pacifist and liberal attitudes within 
theanarchist punk community. distubing becuase if anything 
violent direct action should be promoted and notcondmened. 
"Glorifying" anti-state violecnce is an essential part of our 
propaganda and class struggle. When a group of soccer 
casuals attack a copper it doesn't mean that the causals 
automatically become class conscious heros but put it this 
way would you rather attacked people for being gay, black, 
Asian, or whatever? The factis by directing violence towards 
the rich, coppers, poll tax collectors and generally those who 
deserve itwe are gonna acheive more than those of you who 
grow dreadlocks, don't wash, fill yourself full of drugs and tell 
them that they're a bunch of mindless thugs who should 
smoke dope and throw flowers at the pigs instead of bricks. 
Thelastthing ordinary people want is some jumbled up smell 
freak telling them its wrong to be angry for the conditions in 
which they live. And from my experience it seems to me that 
most of these dirty, smelly, ‘crusty’ types come form the 
wealthiest backgrounds. Middle class kids playing at being 
poor and scrounging from us workers who dare to work for a 
living instead of being some sort of lice-ridden parasite every 
bitas bad as any Prince Charles of Queen Elizibeth. Violence 
isnotalien to ordinary people, quite the oppositein fact. Take 
a look at recent workers struggles in the UK - the Miners, 
Dockers, Printers, Poll Tax etc. Every section of the commu- 
nity has seen state violence in full effect and every one has 
also fought back using whatever means necessary. paci- 
fists and middle class liberals arte full of contradictions. On 
one hand they say its wrong to ‘glorify’ working class violence 
and organization but then go on to say that we're asll a load 
of right wing, sexist, racist apathetic scum! They say that 
violence only causes violence. If thats the case then its only 
logical that we use violence to counteract the volince we face 
every day. Violence isn't nice and itisn't'right or wrong", you 
cant use blanket theories like pacifism, communism OR 
anarchism on life and you cant force them onto different 
people and situations. The unfortunate thing is, that violence 
is necessary in a lot of situations. any freedom we have has 
not been given to us, its been TAKEN by ordinary working 
people. 

Most anarchists are no more than a pathetic joke with no 
grip of reality at all. The same people who criticize the 
methods that CLASS WAR use are the same people who 
either do NOTHING or write boring intellectualt magaZines 
which sell a few hundred copies to other anarchists OR even 
worse they lock themselves inside a small clique called the

tuneless and little more than sub standard drivel which is as 
appealing oras accessable as to you avaerage working class 
youth as the Moonies or the RCP. We see veriers waffling 
about the ‘grinding’ and ‘crusty’ thrash. What is this SHIT? 
Lets face it 'criust is generally a middle class manifestation 
born of guilt for your privieged lifestyle. People who are born 
into poor surroundings and HAVE to dress in rags cos theres 
Nothing else to wear try their fucking hardestto look smartand 
drag themselves from the gutter. They don't have the option 
of fucking off back to mummy and daddies confortable home 
when the gwet sick of punk fashion. Wise up you revolting 
little asswipes.

It's unfortunate that the Toronto ALFSG has disbanded; 
they werea good group whocame through for people in times 
of trouble. They will be missed. 

Unfortunate too, because right now. there are animal 
activists being harassed, subpoenaed, jailed and indicted for 
allegedinvolvementin ALF activities. In Sacramento, activist 
Henry Hutto was jailed for 45 days (mostly in solitary with non- 
vegan "food") for refusing to talk to a grand jury investigating 
ALF actions (including the $5 million blaze at U.C. Davis). 
Many other activists have been subpoenaed, of course 
causing divisiveness in the movement (over who “talked” or 
not). In Oregon, three activists (from California) have been 
indicted for a 1986 raid at an Oregon research lab ($58,000 
damage and 150 animals liberated). the FBI continues to 
harass other activists while “investigating” ALF actions. 

Needless to say, mainstream animal rights groups have 
not rushed to offer financial or legal help (despite the fact that 
ALF actions have created increased membership for them by 
publicizing the tragedy of vivisection). One group which is 
defending the rights of activists is National Foundation for 
Animal Law (926 J Street, Suite 813 / Sacramento, CA 
95814). despite the name this group is non-mainstream and 
is (voluntarily) staffed by caring, committed individuals. 

Thope that not everyone will put the issues and ideas that 
create a need for the ALF on the "back burner.” Now, justas 
five years ago, this oppressive society continues to grind up 
humyns and animals in it's greedy path of powerism and 
profit. The animal liberation movement can buckle under to 
public indifference, personal apathy, internal divisiveness, 
and authoritative harassment or it can ACT

The bigots tried to justify theiractions by saying 
that the on black student (out of the more than seven hundred 
students that attended my school) thought the display was 
funny. This is where the confusion really started. 

He claimed that the verbal attacks and the display had 
caused no real harm, and that it was people like H.G. and me. 
Started all the problems. He told us to mind ourown business, 
and that racism didn’t concern us because we are white, he 
even threatened us with violence. Now | am hated by a wide 
variety of people. All of this because | tried to take a stand 
against racism. 

At first | thought maybe | should just close my mouth and 
leave it alone, but after thinking about it I've realized that 
would be the worst thing I could possibly do. Its true thatifwe 
would have stood by and not said anything that there would 
be no conflict, but that is the problem. 

Ino one tries to challenge the stupidity of racial prejudice 
and discrimination, then it will never end, or even lesson. 
When | was ripping that display down | was doing it because 
Iwas disgusted by the stupidity of it, not to defend anybody, 
not to be a hero to anyone. | believe in equality between all 
people, and | will fight againstracial (any) prejudice. Second, 
theracist views being nurtured in the minds of my classmates 
will be carried on in life. Few (but some) of the people in my 
school are actually involved with acts of racial violence, but 
think of them in ten years. They could be a whole new legion 
of Klan members. Then it will be obvious that the racist 
feelings that they have CAN and WILL cause a great deal of 
harm! That is what | was doing by standing against them, 
trying to express an anti-racist view.

Individualist 
Anarchism 


Previously we have concentrated on com- 
munalist anarchism and anarchism as a mass 
movement. Throughout its history there has 
been a strain of anarchist thought which has con- 
centrated on the primacy of the individual rather 
than the community. This position has been 
taker to all sorts of extremes by all sorts of indi- 
viduals. However, it has not been a line of 


thought without iniportant theororists three of 


whom we will examine below. 


Josiah Warren 


One of the foremost figures of early American 
anarchism was Josiah Warren who was bom in 
Boston in 1798. Warren moved west as a young 
man and joined the utopian socialist community 
at New Harmony, Indiana. Warren thought that 
such social experiments were doomed by their 
lack of attention to individual creativity and 
initiative in the quest to level everyone to equal- 
ity. Warren instead envisioned a society based 
on the infinite diversity of individuals. This 
freedom of individual expression and diversity 
would be the foundation of social cooperation. 
Authority was the antithesis of harmonious so- 
cial order which could only be achieved by free 
association and cooperation of individuals. Each 
individual would be sovereign unto themselves 
and take ultimate responsiblity for their life. 
Every person would function as their own self- 
governing body, and voluntarily cooperate with 
others as they so desired. Warren embodied this 
in his own life through being as self sufficient as 
_ possible and founded Various social: i 

ut his ideas into’ n o 

time Store" through which persons of various 
trades and skills traded their time and labor with 
one another. For example a painter may spend 
six hours painting the house of a candlemaker 
who in exchange gives the painter all the candles 
that could be made in six hours. He also helped 
establish three anarchist communities, printed a 
periodical called Peaceful Revolutionist, and was 
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* gained from hisownlife experiencein theexpire- 
mental communities of the American frontier but 
his ideas along with those of Proudhon were to 
influence another American individualist anar- 

* chist in the years after his death in 1874. 


Benjamin Tucker 
Tucker was also a New Englander, born in 
1854. He was drawn to anarchism at an early age 
and as was influenced by the writings of Prou- 




















thoughtful man who arrived at anarchism from 
calculated and logical examination of the world 
situation coupled with a passionate love of lib- 
erty and detestation of authority and injustice. 
Tucker was aman ideally disposed towards edit- 
ing and publishing. Tucker translated and the 
works of Proudhon, Bakunin, Hugo, Ch- 
emechevsky, and Tolstoy. He published the 
Radical Review from 1877 to 1878, and Liberty 
from 1881 to 1908. His magazine Liberty was a 
forum for anarchistideas andcommentary, much 
of it his own. Along with this journal he pub- 
lished numerous works on anarchism and oper- 
ated a bookstore in New York. Tucker was a 
withdrawn and scholarly type who approached 
issues with consistency andrationality. Drawing 
on the individualist-anarchist views he popular- 
ized and contributed to, Tucker was a frequent 
critic of socialism, and communist anarchism. 
He was worried about therise of socialism among 
the working class in the late ninteteenth century 
and feared its faith in the state as a vehicle of 
reform. Warren's publishing enterprise was wiped 
out by fire in 1908 and he moved with his family 
to France where he lived in semi-retirement until 
his death in 1939. Benjamin Tucker made a great 
contribution to the anarchist movement as a cool 
and clear thinking publicist of anarchist ideas. 


















Max Stirner 


Amongstthe many philosophers of nineteenth 
century Germany was one who wrote under the 
name Max Stirner. Stirner's work, like that of 
Nietzche has been criticised, misinterpreted and 
misunderstood. In dramatic prose Stimer at- 
tacked and rejected all social institutions pro- 


today. 
Stimer was extreme in his expostulation that 
“nothing is higher than myself”. This wanton 
rejection of everything but the self has made 
stimer a target of criticism from many anarchists 
who feel that individualist anarchisn lacks the 
sense of solidarity and cooperation that they 
consider prerequisite for an anarchist society to 
function.

THE EX from Holland have been around for quite a long time, in which they put out virtually 
dozens of records and gigs. Throughout their existence they have been very sincere and 
politically active, both as individuals and in the way the band is run. Interview by Ilja. 


Could you introduce yourself and tell a bit about the band? 

I'm Terrie, the guitarist. The band has been around fora very long time; alittle bit overten years.. 
That's when punk came to Holland. We thought that we could do something like that, too. We 
liked the energy of punk and all the positive aspects that it had. 


Have you always made this type of music? ` >` 

No, our sound has changed over the years. We never wanted to do something that we had 
already done before. That's why we never play any of our older songs live. We just play the 
songs from our latest record. 


You also put out your records on your own, don't you? 

Yes, handling the production and distribution of our records has been an important aspect ever 
since the beginning. We have a friend who does a non-commercial studio. Therefore, we can 
basically stay in control of all the differentthings thata bend has to be involved in, like the making 
and distributing of records, gigs, etc. 


You seem to support a wide range of different polítical organizations and movements, 
like Anti-Apartheid and things like that... 

That's right. It's just that there is so much shit going on in the world and | think itis just natural 
to support the struggle of other people as well as your local stuff. As a band, you are able to help. 
out in certain aspects sometimes. 


Yeah, but the number of causes that you are either involved with or actively support is 
somewhat startling. Why is that? 

As | said, | think it’s natural. We try to find out in which ways we can help, be it either playing 
benefit gigs or handing out information, etc. We are also not only active as a band, wealso help 
out people by letting them borrow our in- struments or our van for demonstrations and 
similar things. 

You seem to also have very strong links 

to the U.K., es- pecially CHUM- 

BAWAMBA and the ANTI- 

DOTE proj- ect. 

Yes, we know a lot of people and bands in the U.K. | 
think that the bands area lot more into politics than alot 
of the European bands that seem to avoid making 
con- crete political statements. That's why we 
prefer most British bands to the ones on the con- 
tinent 


How dia V the ANTIDOTE 7" with CHUMBAWAMBA 
come about? 

Well, they. are very good friends of ours. We have 
visited each other many times and really get along 
well. Soa couple of months before the release of the 
record, we were thinking thatit would be a good idea to put out 
a single that lyri- cally dealt with anti-fascism, but we didn't want to do 
itas the EX or CHUM- BAWAMBA, so we created the nam® ANTIDOTE. 


The music on the 7" is quite differ- ent form what you usually seem to do. I'm very much reminded of 
CRASS when I hear your stuff. Are they a big influence? 
Not directly. We like their approach to music. It wasn't important whether you could play an instrument properly, it was the 


attitude that mattered. Neitherof us can play their respective instruments in the traditional way. The 
newer generation of Hardcore bands place far too much significance on the quality of the music, their 
instruments and wanky guitar solos. We think that's not what punk was all about. 


Did you want to achieve a concrete goal with the 7"? 

The record was meant to take a stand against the growing influence of the National Frontin England 
and Europe. Because we mainly sold the record in the U.K., we only included addresses of anti- 
fascist organizations in Britain, so people could contact them and help fight fascism. That's why we 
called the project ANTIDOTE. It was more important to do an anti-fascist record for us than just put 
out another release by CHUMBAWAMBA or THE EX. 


How is the band structured? Is it a constant number of people or is it like a collective? 

| think we would rather consider ourselves to be a collective, because there are a lot of people who 

are involved with the band. There isn't just the core of five people in the band. There are people who 

putongigs, design the covers, operate the studio, etc. It would be arrogant to say that the band only 
Consists of four people. We are part of the whole. 
Other people choose to do an alternative restaurant, 
we do and alternative band. It's all the same, really. 


By the way, what does the symbol with the three 
arrows on the ANTIDOTE cover mean? 

Itis an old anarchist symbol. -It symbolizes liberty, 
equality and brotherhood, Itwas used by anti-fascist 
anarchists before the second World War, they would 
wear them on their coats. 


Do you consider yourselves to be anarchists? 
We are very careful to classify ourselves. 


I've noticed that you support a lot of predomi-| 
nantly communist causes, like the-national lib- 
eration struggles in El Salvador and Nicaragua. 
I think that has more to do with the liberation of 
oppressed people than with communism. 


Yes, but it is quite noticeable that once the 
communistorientated liberation movements gain 
power, they reintroduce an oppressive system 
and hardly anything changes for the population. 
But you can't deny that there have been positive 
changes in Nicaragua as a result of the revolution. 


Alright, l'Il agree with you in that point, butTwas| 
actually commenting on something a bit differ- 
ent. | think CRASS said it best in their song 
“Bloody Revolutions.” The point is that anar- 
chists have always been fucked over by both 
fascists and communists and that they should. 
have a very critical stance towards both fac- 
tions. 

Well, that might be correct, but there are different 
situations in different countries. You can't just gen- 
eralize and mix everything together. There was 
definitely a significantimprovementin Nicaragua af- 
terthe fall ofSomoza. You should be critical towards 
everything, even anarchists!

Ever since the falling of the wall in Berlin, there has been 
a lot of politically-related activity, both on the positive and 
negative side. The most obvious developments have been 
the squatting of far over 100 houses in East Berlin and thede- 
velopment of a good underground scene there. Although 
most of the anarchist/alternative people in the East are 
largely pacifist because of the fact that their confrontations 
with the police have been at a minimum up until now. There 
have beenalarge number of militant actions which, I'm afraid 
have to say, have mostly been coordinated by people from 
West Berlin, who have more or less moved the focus of revo- 
lutionary struggle to the East, where the police were plunged 
into total chaos, therefore ensuring the opportunity to expand 
and go about in your respective ways unrestricted from the 
authorities. 

Due to the fact that the police had been minimizing their 
presence in the streets, a frighteningly large neo-Nazi move- 
menthasalso been able to develop, especially in East Berlin, 
where Nazi groups of several hundred people regularly 
gather after the weekly soccer games to either raid squats or 
gay bars orjust plain kicking the shit out of any foreigners that 
happen to be unfortunate enough to walk down the street at 
that time. As can be imagined, when there are so many 
fascists making an attack on a squat and there is no police to 
divert their at- 
tention, they 
sometimes ac- SC H N A | Z iz 
tually succeed. 

About a dozen 

alternative places were raided in the last year by some- 
limes up to 400 Nazis which left dozens of injured or 
half-dead(!!!) people. The sharp increase in vio- 

lence--on both sides-is also frightening. There 

have been several incidents of people losing 

one of their eyes in street-fights with the 

Nazis. While you could expectto geta good 

kicking or beating when you happened to 

walkintoa groupof Nazis inthe recent past, yo 

can now usually expect to spend some time in 

hospital with several broken ribs. On the other side, mill 
anti-fascists have also not been too soft on fascists. 
remember a certain well-known fascist organizer getting 

the joints ofhis hands and his knees smashed with iron 

rods and then kicked into unconsciousness with steel. 
capped boots. But generally, the fascists have had a slight 
advantagein scoring victories inthe nowweekly 
street-fights and scuffles 
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with punks, foreigners, etc. 
Among many smaller actions of the year there were two 
events that deserve special notice: 


April 20, 1990 (101st anniversary of Hitler's birthday) 

After the end of a game of their local soccer club, several 
hundred boneheads and Nazis gathered in front ofasquatted 
house in East Berlin. Luckily, the inhabitants had prepared 
for possible attack and therefore barricaded themselves in 
the second floor where they had setup battle stations. There 
was also 200 cops who had obviously decided against their 
usual behavior and protected the house against attack. The 
Nazi's saw that they couldn'tsucceed in getting into the house 
and aftera couple of thrown bottles and some verbal threats, 
they decided to head towards the Alexanderplatz which is the 
largest square in Berlin, situated directly in the center of the 
city. On the way they raided one gay bar and beat the dozen 
people in it half dead. Arriving at the square, they had a nice 
little street battle with 600 riot cops who were called in to save 
part of Berlin's non-existent potential as a future capitol of a 
united Germany. There werea lot of smashed store windows 
and even more beaten foreigners that happened 
to be taking a walk in the square at the time.

West Berlin, mainly autonomists and Turkish youth gangs, 
which despite their usual thuggish activities, are always will- 
ing to slaughter a Nazi or two, had heard of the confrontation 
and had made their way from Kreuzberg, a working class dis- 
trict which is directly adjacent to the Alexanderplatz and is the. 
traditional stronghold of squatters, autonomists and the Turk- 
ish gangs, toward the center of town. They were stopped at 
the then-existing border between East and West by West 
Berlin riot cops who refused to let them enter East Berlin 
territory (in which the West Berlin cops could not follow them 
at the time) and drove them back into Kreuzberg. The first 


bottles and rocks began to fly, which resulted in an all-night & 


street battle with the cops during which there was some 
looting. The night ended with 41 injured rioters and passers- 
by and a good shock to the city government, which is made 
up of the Social Democratic Party and the Greens. 


October 3, 1990 (Day of Reunification) 

To show the disapproval of the unification by the radical 
left, there was a demonstration with more than 10,000 partic 
pants. The destination was once again the Alexanderplatz 
which has more or less become a focal point for radical 
demonstrations and all kinds of other fun things. There were 
about 700 masked militants in the crowd, making up the 
"black block". In the early evening hours the demonstration 
reached the square which has a huge area and the traditional 


' attack on the cops who were obviously prepared (2000 riot 


Cops Were waiting in the back streets) took place. Forthe first 
time there were also riot control troops which are a partofthe 
armed forces from West Germany which could not enter 
West Berlin before. Since the city is united the West Berlin 
Cops can nowalso enter the eastern part of thecity. Because 
ofthe large, uncontrollable areaand the fierce resistance, the 
cops could notclear the square and had to watch as militants 
smashed a looted every posh shop in sight and wrecked a 

good number of expensive cars and limousines which 
were parked in the area (there are a lot of Hilton-style 
hotels near the square). Some of the stores and cars 
were lit on fire and were used as barricades. Another

The cops finally resorted to water cannons and 
tear gas to clear the square which really didn't im- 
prove their image in the eyes of our new "brothers 


selves reminded of the good old days when secret

Another notable incidentatthis riotwas the discovery that 
an unidentified person hit a female (it wasn't meant to be 
sexist!) riot cop who was getting back into her van-after a 


hard night of kicking ass--with a huge iron rod over the head,x 


nearly killing her. The fact that she still wore her helmet 
probably saved her life. The local conservative, redneck 
daily newspaper offered a reward for anybody who 
could identify the person (there was a camera 
crew filming at the moment). Up until 

now therehasn'tbeen anybody found. 


But all these events pale in the 
light of the political event of the year 
which will hopefully function as an in- 

spiration to all future militant politi- 
cal actions in Berlin (and every- 
where else).

Berlin's working class district Friedrichshain, while several 
hundred cops were evicting two other houses in another part 
of town. For the first time since the Berlin senate has been 
given jurisdiction over the eastern part of the city, they have 
used the power to evictsquats. Thenewsofthe eviction soon 
afterwards reached MainzerstraBe in which a total of 12 
houses had been squatted on one block of the street. the 
houses were mostly inhabited by “veterans” of the West 
Berlin radical left, who had experience in squatting and 
dealing with the police for quite a number of years (If any of 
you are wondering why this is mentioned, it is supposed to 
counteract the bullshit printed by papers like Class War UK 
about the squatters being supposedly “normal homeless” 
people who just happen to fulfill their destiny as fighters for 
the revolution). Being the most militant squatters in east 
Berlin they naturally expected to be evicted next and there- 
fore set up barricades at the two ends of the street. The cops 
arrived with an armored carrier used for evictions and a 
couple of police troop carriers (400 cops in all) and pretty 
soon there were complaints from the residents who couldn't 
drive through the street. They [the cops] were met by a hail 
ofrocks and Molotov cocktails. Thereafter the cops tooktheir 
positions at both ends of the street and started shooting tear 
gas grenades into the street and open windows, hitting not 
only the squats but several houses that were inhabited by 
normal citizens. At this point the squatter started to use the 
roof tops for tactical means; bombarding the cops who had 
gotten by the barricades in small numbers with stones and 
somewhat larger pieces of rock. This drove the cops behind 
the barricades. The waitforreinforcementgave the squatters 
time to improve their barricades, using big garbage contain- 
ers, cars, barbed wire building equipment and many other 
things which they had taken from the security apparatus of 
the Wall previously. 

Atthis point, the mayor of the district contacted the squats 
and promised they wouldn't be evicted. On the grounds that 
the squatters did not remove the barricades after this verbal 
agreement, the police launched another unsuccessful attack 
on the barricades where they were once again met by petrol 
bombs, and to an increasing degree flare-tracer bullets (I 
looked this up in the dictionary; it's something you can shoot 
from gas pistols, like fireworks but more directed). This battle 
lasted fora couple of hours. there were about 500 squatters 
and their supporters and 1500 riot cops at this time.

GERMANY RESISTANCE REPORT 


We want to tell you a bit about the things 
going on here in Germany during the last 
weeks of the Gulf War. Since Germany's peace- 
movement was very strong until two weeks 
ago, the government was extremely concerned 
about it's image in the world. Media reported 
that the movement was narrow minded and 
one-sided. While demonstrations were mainly 
against weapon-manufacturing industry and 
the straight into war leading politics of the 
American government, media described it as 
left-over anti-Americanism from the '80's (anti- 
nuclear weapon movement). The real mes- 
sage of the protesting people and their ideas 
of a peaceful solution of the conflict was not 
picked up at ail. 

Before the war eighty percentofthe German 
population were against the war. Now, after 
four weeks of massive bombardment and only 
astonishing pictures of a clean computerized 
weapon show on TV, seventy-five percent of 
the people think, that the war is right. Propa- 
ganda does it's job! 

Nevertheless, on January 26, there was a 
big demonstration in Bonn where about 250,000 
peoplecame together from all over thecountry 
(though it was bloody cold). Then for the first 
time, media reports showed our opinions and 
ideas realistically. 

The German Workers Association (DGB) or- 
ganized a short warn strike in all factories for 
five minutes to show that they are concerned 
about what they produce, too. But not too 
many workers followed the request. On the 
other side workers organized strikes them- 
selves, for example at'Bosch', where also war 
material is produced. Hundreds of reservists 
in each city refused to support the war (army 
service is a duty in Germany). This wasa quite 
effective action. Only in January there were 
over 22,000 conscientious objectors. Small 
direct actions were done all over the country. 


For example, blockades of the American air- 
base at Frankfurt, which plays a major role in 
the supply of American troops in the gulf. Also 
peaceful blockades of American troops in the 
railway stations, weapon producing (MBB, 
SIEMENS,...) and oil manufacturing compa- 
nies (ESSO, DEA...) were organized. But also, 
to keep people from getting into everyday life 
again blockades of highways and bridges 
during rush-hours. There were also some 
radical actions, a bomb in a warehouse, a raid 
of a freight train, the explosion of a fuel lorry. 
and several actions in German army buildings. 
(they will need a new painting!). There were 
some efforts to reach American soldiers in 
their barracks. An organization was founded, 
to hide American soldiers who deserted from 
army service. In some cases soldiers went 
back to the barracks, advised by their lawyer 
better to discharge legally. Once at the gate 
they were forced to enter the next plane to the 
gulf. Nothing was heard of them since then. 

Since criticism got louder on Germans act- 
ing like appeasers, the peace movement was 
condemned more and more by mass media. 
While at the beginning of the war police even 
sympathized with the protesters, now con- 
flicts with the police occur more often. Also 
the number ofarrested peopleis increasing on 
each demo. The result of the media campaign 
and thecriminalization of protests by the state 
is, thatonly thehard coreofthe peaceandanti- 
imperialist movement still shows protest on 
the street. 

By now, Germany's image has massively 
improved, since the government paid 13 bil- 
lion dollars to the U.S. and England. Peace 
movement and protests is not talked about 
anymore, but information is totally neglected 
and suppressed. It's just the question who will 
pay the bomb tax, Government wants to col- 
lect for a peaceful world.

counter tear gas as the reason. In fact these 
Palestinians in-effect became hostages of Israel. 
When the bombing of Iraq started in January the 
Palestinians were all placed under unconditional 
house arrest until the fighting stopped. Reports of 
Palestinian deaths at the hands Israeli security 
forces have been common-—mostly of unarmed 
women and children violating curfew or house- 
arrest. The conditions haven't improved.a great 
deal since the fighting stopped and improvement 
doesn't seem to be in sight. If maintaining the 
status quo means the biggest mass imprisonment 

















in human history then this should be Viewed as a 
vile reflection on humanity. 

There have been token overtures by the U.S.A. 
at creating some kind of long-term Arab-Israeli 
settlement, including a solution to the Palestinian 
question. Obviously this aberration by one of our 
"allies" does notlook good in the eyes of the world. 
Unfortunately it doesn't look like the politicians will 
grant the Palestinians autonomy any time soon as 
both the Arabs and the Israelis are content with 
their share of the war spoils. 


BURY WHAT'S DEAD 


When you look beyond the material and human 
cost ofthe war there is still the lasting impact it will 
have on the environment. The immediate effects 
include millions of barrels of oil spilled into the 
Persian Gulf, over 600 oil well heads reduced to 
twisted, burning heaps that may never be extin- 
guished, and of course the mass devastation of 
modern warfare. Perhaps these could have all 
been avoided if we had looked for alternative 
energy sources a long time ago. Think of the 
scientific advances that could have been achieved 
in energy research for the amount of money spent 
on this war. Think of the potential lives that could 
have been saved. Itis scientific fact that cheaper, 
safer and wiser energy production and consump- 
tion can be achieved. However, this means less 
money for the big oil companies, less money for 
the rich elite and very uncapitalistic. How much 
longer are we going to have to wait until we finally 
see the root of the problem? When we will we 
finally rid ourselves of the rulers that so easily~ 
manipulate and waste our lives? It's time we wake 
up and bury what's dead! 

As we go to print, our beloved President Bush 
is again threatening to resume fighting in Iraq. He 
claims that the Iraqi government's attempts to 
quell anti-Hussein resistance is in violation of the 
cease-fire. We fear that further bombing of Iraq 
Will ensue anytime now and further bloodshed will 
happen on both sides. Again more soldiers will die. 
upon the orders of those above them. 

We failed to stop the escalation of the 
war--but we are still strong and organ- 
ized--we can still stop itbefore it resumes 
again. We've had our fun dawdling with

happening in our small but wanna-be-oh-so-important 
country. l'Il concentrate on alternative action like squat- 
ting, demonstrations, manifestations, literature, and 
punk/hardcore music. Since Amsterdamis inthe west of 
the country, I'll be covering that area mainly, with some 
news from the rest as well. Most information will come 
from personnal experience, the biggest national news- 
paper NN and some others; friends, other people, and 
the media. 

Amsterdam - obviously this is the largest city of our 
small country. No wonder most activities happen here. 
Squats are all over the city (except the newer parts and 
suburbs) in no particular neighborhood. Every neigh- 
borhood has its own center of altremative action, mostly 
in the form of a cafe, where they sell coffee, drinks, and 
sometimes meals, newspapers and books, where you 
can get information on squatting and many other topics. 
Some of them do gigs now and then, mostly benefits. 
More about that later. The housing situation here might 
seem alittle strange to Americans. The city center isn't 
necessarily aplace forthe rich only, although the houses 
along the canals are usually too expensive for your 
average Joe. The local government still provides cheap 
and subsidized housing. Ittakes about 5years thoughto 
reach the top of the waiting list, so until then, you'll have 
to try and find something else. This usually tums out to 
be a lot more or even too expensive, so you go look for 
some empty place to squat. It's not that simple to find a 
place and make it your own, but it can be done without 
lots of patients and proper research upfront. 

Many squats get legalized after awhile, especially the 
smaller ones owned by the city. The bigger buildings 
usually belong to speculators who try to make a quick 
buck by taking living space away from the city's inhabi- 
tants, to be replaced by expensive yuppy apartments or 
office buildings. 

Some of these places have been fought over through 
the court for a long time, but still exist. Others are in the 
process of being threatened by an eviction or lawsuit. 
The center of all political action, Vrankrijk, has been 
facinglawsuit. They were askedto leavethe place before 
March 1st. Of course, they didn't plan to. The place is 
situated in the center of the city nearthe Dam, the most 
important square in the city. Vrankrijk, serves as a cafe, 
concert hall, info center, living space, and hosts tons of 
benefits, manifestations, and other activities. The owner 
wants to tear the place down and build expensive yuppy 
apartments. Of course, the city council doesn't care. 
They're only concerned over how to attract more compa- 
nies after the unification of Europe in 1992(which sucks!). 
On March 1st, a huge street party with alot of baners and 
infoto make everyone aware of the possible eviction was 
planned. However, recently they got a letter from the 
owner's lawyer stating that he'd prefer to talk things out 
with the squatters instead of going to court. We'll see 
what the owner's up to. I'll keep you informed. 

One of the oldest illegal squats is De Wielingen, 
located In the south of the city. They recently lost their 
final appeal but were saved by their neighborhood coun- 
cil (every neighborhood has its own government, but | 
won't go into those details) which gave permission to 
investigate the possibility to get the building on the 
national list of monuments. This was backed by Groen 
Links (Green Left) a political party that's supposed to be 
left wing but | have my doubts. Anyway, The investiga- 
tion will take another ten months, so hurray for beauro- 
cracy. Until then, the approx. 80 people that live there are 
safe. The building has great possibilities; like a big 
concert hall, but they seem a bit unorganized, so not 
much comes out. Somehow they have a bad reputation 
among the rest of the squatters, But | don't know why. 
Latest news; | picked up a rumor at a school that the 
building is already on the monument list. More details 
next time! 

The recently squatted L.D.I., A hospital near the Von- 
delpark (of 60's hippy fame) faces eviction from January 
150n. The people seem very active in organizing parties 
with bands and other activities like a cafe and a T-shirt 
store. The new years party there was great fun! The 
building is heavily barricaded; they won't give it away! 
As faras | know, they arestill init (Feb. 12) Hope they can 
stay for much longer. 

Politics - On January 26, between 10,000 and 15,000 
people marched against the war. Ir started on the Dam 
with some speeches. The police were filming every- 
thing, probably so they could pinpointand blame certain 
individuals (who have been involved with other protest 
actions before) if/when something went wrong. Nothing 
happened. We marched through the city center, holding 
banners and screaming slogans ("No blood for oil" was 
the official slogan). Halfway, a group of about 1500 
people that walked up front split to pay a visit to the US

consulate. Some paintbombs were thrown and a huge 
statue of Bush as the reaper was put to fire. Then the 
police came on horses. The people decidedto leave with: 
the demonstration of December 15, 1990 in mind. Back 
then people were seriously beaten up by the police for 
nothing really. After the demonstration, there were even 
more speeches and then | went home. Allin all, itwas a 
little lame with a bad tumout compared to other coun- 
tries. 

On January 22, the bi-annual congress of the PVDA 
(socialist party) took place. About 60 people laid in front 
of the entrance dressed like dead and wounded people. 
The party members had to go over the bodies to get in. 
This perfectly sybolizes how they think about the war; 
they don't care about all the dead and wounded as long 
as the oil prices stay low. The PCDA started changing 
their political views when they entered the government 
after years of absense. They changed from left-wing to 
the middle. They even advocate the obligation to work 
foreverybody (fromsocialismto fascism)! We'llsee how 
they come out of the upcoming elections. 

The last big war related action was the blockade of the 
Amsterdam stock exchange on February 4. 150 people 
wanted to block the entrance for one hour, because it's 
those people whom are extra happy with the war. They 
make lots of extra money after the USA and its confeder- 
ates Invade the Middle East. After half an hour, the police 
started to clear the entrance in a violent way, Some 
people were wounded. After the entrance was freed, 
they continued beating the people. In reaction to this, 
some cans and fireworks were thrown. This was the sign 
for the police to hunt the protesters throughout the 
streets. At least 40 people were wounded and 2 arrested 
of which one is still in jail. 

It's really strange, most people are against war, but 
80% (according to the media) back up the decision to go 
to war because there was no other way. Fuck that!! 
Everyone is sitting in front of their television watching 
the waras if itwere the superbowl. They'd rather not have 
an opinion of their own but let the goverment decide for 
them. Anyway, the Satan, Bush, has no business over 
there (but oil), and the weapons that the west sold to 
Sadam Hitler weren't meant to be used against their own 
interests of course. 

The "clean clothes campaign” is directed against 
C&A. They exploit people in the far east (and illegal 
people over here) to make cheap clothes for them, so 
they can make a quick, easy buck. There were picket 
lines throughout the country in front of their stores to 
show the people why C&A sells clothes cheaper than 
others. People's reactions were positive, but | doubt 
C&A will change their policies. It may be a start though. 
The ACT UP! boycot against Phillip Morris/Marlboro has 
now been taken over by ACT UP! divisions and other or- 
ganizations throughout Europe. 

The B.V.D., our country's CIA, has nothing to do 


anymore ever since the cold war ended, so they're- 


looking for new evil to save theirjobs. And they found a 
new target; left-wing activism. Recently a lot of infiltra- 
tions came to light, like with an older man who had 
worked with the peace movement for years recently 
revealed all actions to the B.V.D./police. Scumbag! A 
book about the local B.V.D. of Nijmegen (in the east) has 
been published in which agents and infitrators were 
exposed. The bookis now forbidden. Luckily, | have one 
-so much for free speech in the "free" west! If you're a 
left-wing activist, there is a good chance they keep afile 
about you. 

Music, The punk/hardcore scene has declined a lot 
since Vanhall was closed. The bigger bands play over- 
priced shows in Paradiso or Melkweg. Shows are at least 
$7 for two bands and drinks are expensive. Bands like 
Bad Religion, Bad Brains, False Prophets, and, yes, 
Fugazi! They do play over $5 shows - OK, they do alot 
of benefits, but then they shouldn't say they not playing 
over$5 shows. Korsakovis abar and does cheap shows 
now and then. They only charge $2-3, but only 300 
people fit in on two levels. When MDC played, alot of 
people couldn't get in. Vrankrijk does benefits only . 
(Cool, but not on a regular basis and mostly with local 
bands). Some squats do parties or benefits as well like 
Binnenpret, L.D.l., and Wielingen, but only now and then. 
We need another Vanhall Pretty bad! 

Bandwise, Amsterdam lost most of its oldtime favor- 
ites like BGK, Tony of BGK does Lovesiug now, they 
sound like a Subpop band. The Ex is still going strong 
with record 4100 or so coming up soon. Betray (not a 
straight edge band they say) has agood 7" out on Crucial 
Response. Dogfaced Hermans moved from Scotland to 
here and sound alot like the Ex with more melody, more 
trombones, and more... Do or Die is an all female band 


N.R.A. sound like early 7 Seconds but drink alot. Re- 
venge of the Carrots is a very young band who sound 
almost the same as veterans The Ex, butwith a more in- 
dustrial edge. They have agood 7" out on Konkurrel. We 
could use more bands. De Konkurrent distributes alot of 
records nonprofit and do the Konkurrel label. Koekrand 
(zine) still seems to exist, but it comes out only once in 
awhile, and perhaps it won't any longer. There are no 
other local zines that | know of.

LEIDEN - a small city of a littke over 100,000 people 25 
miles west of Amsterdam. It has the oldest University in 
the country, but, despite all the students, the alternative 
scene ia pretty lame. Most people hang out at LVC, a 
cultural center that does mostly big big popbands and a 
punk/hardcore band once or twice a year. Besides this, 
they offerswing nights with a large dose of hip-hop and 
acid house. Breehuys has been doing punk/hardcore 





shows for 4-5 years now once or twice a month. | had 
been working there forthe past one and a half years, but 
l just quit doing shows to concentrate on the non-profit 
record store that we started in the same building. We're 
open every Saturday afternoon and we don't have alarge 
stock yet, but it's a start. We can use all the help we can 
get. Send anything punk/hardcore c/o me. We did a lot 
of local and foreign bands like Extreme Noise Terror, 
Godflesh, S.0.B., Nausea, Libido Boyz, Bobwire, Intense 
degree, Sore Throat, Subterranean Kids, Seein Red, and 
many more. Others are doing the shows now (always on 
anon-profit basis with low admission and cheap drinks). 

We recently hosted a benefit for De Invalshoek, the 
local political info center with Disturbing Foresights (a 
band from around Leiden) and Tribez of dots. Atten- 
dance was good and almost $300 was raised. Manifest 
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roais the Maori title) as a nation state. The date February 
6this taken as this was the time in 1840 when a fucked up 
legal document was presented to some of the Maori 
chieftains of the time at Waitangi--a small village about 
190 km north of Auckland. 

This document, promising to the Maori of the contin- 
ued sovereignty over their lands and fisheries, was a 
hollow political shamthat was left to rot in the parliamen- 
tary archives after most of the chiefs around the country 
had signedit. Itwas unearthed 63 years later while in the 
meantime Maori land was confiscated at gunpoint as 
well as having a large portion of their population being 
decimated by Anglo-Saxon venereal diseases, whoop- 
ing cough, and so on. 

Back to the 150th anniversary of the signing in 1990. 
There was tremendous hoopla over this founding docu- 
Deere een elu LEA EDT I ES AUCI nd 
for the "celebration" and supposed conglomeration of 
the two cultures; when in reality the Maori have been 
marginalized and figure accordingly high in crime and 
poverty statistics. 

The whole "event" was puer 's stench made 
thicker with the British queen's visit. Quite predictably 
the 1990 “concept” was marketed and sold to the popu- 
lation with the 1990 Commission having the audacity to 
place a fucking copyright symbol on the ridiculous NZ 
4990 logo. Waitangi and the Commonwealth Games held 
in Auckland were a media-fed veritable orgy of white na- 
tionalism and flag waving. 

Various protest actions occurred at both with the 
police charging and beating protestors at Waitangi. Later 
inthe yearthere were marches to voicethe concerns and 
dissent of the unemployed with the Wellington march 
ending in the occupation of the business roundtables 
office. In mid September at a pre-election National Party 
rally an anarchist performance group, dressed in garb of 
purple robes and hoods, interrupted midway by tooting 
horns, dancing and banged drums while handing out 
"yote for nobody" leaflets. While confusion reigned, two 
people let off smoke bombs. Both former and latter 
actions received enormous and biased media attention. 

The elections were held in mid-October. the signs of 
the growing disenchantment of the populace towards 
the two-party political system and the most undemo- 
cratic formof representation, i.e. is completely inpropor- 
tionate when you consider... 

a) The number of people registering to vote, which is 
compulsory upon turning 18, gets progressively smaller 
each election date (every three years). 

b) The 10% of those on the roll (about 85% of the 
eligible population) voted forthe Green Party who made 
their debut in the NZ "political arena." 





is the local left-wing bookstore who use the same build- 
ing as De Invalshoek. They sell tons of books and 
newspapers, T-shirts, and some records, De Invalshoek 
coordinates most actions in Leiden and they publish a 
newspaper called De Peueraar in which they write about 
their and other actions. 

GRONINGEN - It's not clear yet when the WNC apeal 
is going to take place. The public prosecuter still wants 
the WNC squatters in jail for nine months based on 
article 140 (membership of a criminal organization). The 
squatters want compensation for the 6-8 weeks they 
spent in jail already. My guess is they'll both loose and 
article 140 will be dropped. We'll see!

With this special edition we are not going to be covering rare records 
andthe scum who collect them, but instead | will ake you on a joumey. 
through the twisted, scum-filled corridors of corporate music. Yes 
folks, just as in the early days of punk rock, corporate leeches are still 
sucking dry the vitality of our movement through infitration, monopo- 
lization and buy-outs. 

First we'll look atthe distributors. When you go downto your local 
record shop to buy the latest Peel Session or Chumbawamba album 
have you ever stopped to think how they got there? If your inthe U.S, 
chances are it came through one of the bigger distributors like 
Important, Caroline, Dutch Eastorany of a dozen smaller distributors 
dealing with "independents." These companies couldn't give two 
fucks about punk rock, they only think in terms of "product," "profit 
margins” and “units sold.” They pretty much set themselves up to take 
large quantities of records, usually never under 100 copies and sell 
them to record shops and chain stores. However, by the way they set 
up their accounts, you have to send them another record if you want 
to get paid for the first. For small labels without the resources to 
produce records without getting paid for the first one, the chances of 
getting paid are pretty slim, if not altogether non-existent. Advice to 
asmalllabelgettingstarted would be to avoid these peopleatallcosts, 
especially the three previously named who are notorious for ripping 
small labels off. 

Tocombatthis andto ensure getting paid, some labels have joined 
together with other labels to support distributors who will deal with 
these people and represent many labels at once. By a single 
distributor representing a jot of labels they can withhold sending new 
releases to bigger distributors until accounts are paid off. Mordam 
Records and Scooby Doo Distribution in San Francisco are good 
examples of what can be done when a number of labels get together 
behind one distributor. By banding together like this, labels can find 
leverage to deal with bigger distributors on fairterms instead of being 
Jerked around by some pencil-pushing geek at who gets off on making 
the small labels squirm (Probably a symptom of insecurity for lacking 
that rare Misfits "Live at Goofy's Upper Deck” bootleg 7" on purple 
vinyl. 

Butthere's moreto the scum than meetsthe eye. Now forthe real 
scum slinging... 

The year 1990 was a good year forfurthercorporate infiltration into 
our Movement. Accompanying the first spring thaw came news of 
many new corporate buy-outs of labels and distributors. First the 
legendary Clay Records of Discharge and G.B.H. fame was bought by 
a seemingly innocent company called Trojan Records. My first 
reaction was "cool, all those classic albums from 1980 are being re- 
released” butthen they blew itwhen they sent us their catalog. Forthe 
sake ofthis article lets justsay itinciudeda hefty chunk ofthe Madonna 
back catalog, Obviously there was lots of big money behind this one 
and they saw the potential for profit in re-issuing old punk releases, 
Just the fact that they've released two new GBH compilations of 
already released tracks and, count'em, two live Discharge albums! As 
ifthe bootleg 7" wasn't terrible enough! They've bought out a number 
of other labels active in the early to mid 80's includingthe once-mighty 
Manic Ears records. Now we're getting more boring compilations and 
live records and the scum at Trojan are probably pocketing a fortune 
whereas the bands probably won't receive a penny. 

Another one, bigger this time, was the buy-out of Important 
Distribution by C.B.S., who in tum was bought out by the huge 
Japanese multinational Sony. Now remember, Important also owns 
a number of record labels such as Combat, In-Harder than You'- 
Effect, Relativity and Strategic Records. Talk about a monopoly; not 
onlydoyoubuytheirstereo, 0, butihe same company makesthe. 
to play on it! One interesting Scum Pit note is that Im 
purchased the rights for sole U.S. distribution of Earache™R

Other notable buy-outs include the purchase. of Caroline ‘Yes, 
another Misfits live album’ Records and Distribution by an-English 
company called Virgin Records. This company is ownedby Thatcher- 
loving millionaire toad Richard Branson who spends alotattimetrying 
to cross the Atlantic in hot air balloons. Besides owning the label, he 
also owns Virgin Records chain stores and Virgin Airlines. Of course 
he’s just as deep inthe Scumas any millionaire. Wehavealsojusthad 
wordthat the British independent distribution. conglomerate Revolver! 
Cartel is in the process of being bought out by Pinnacle who inturn is 
owned by EMI who help bring us such’ daft things as nuclearballistic 
missiles and other sordid military, hardware (see “Profits Before 
Peace" last issue). This does not-effect Revolver U.S.A. or their 
mainland European counterpart altho! im spreads Ike the 
plague. It may be good to note that Capitol Records is the US. 
extension of EMI.

TOPIC 1: EVALUATION OF JAN. 26 DEMO 
The following are ideas brought up at the meeting. They are not, 
the feelings of everyone who attended, but rather those expressed by 
individuals. They are reprinted here whole to stimulate further 
discussion. 

+ The tactics team (made up of anarchists who met in D.C. the day 
before the demo) were not in touch with the demo and made 
decisions non-collectively. 

* Megaphones directing the black bloc made it seem like we took 
orders and stark of leftism/RCPism. 

* There was too much chaos and incoordination 

+ AYF must reach out to older (8 groups like AAA (Autonomous 
Anarchist Action-New York City) and RABL (Minneapolis) and start 
taking a larger role in planning and organizing. AAA & RABLE must 
also let youth take a larger part in decision-making processes. 

+ We must attend demonstrations expecting the worst conditions (i.e. 
high arrests, violent pigs, etc.) 

* People for the most part stuck together. 

* Running turned the situation hectic 

+ Block busters (fireworks tossed around the Treasury Buikling) could 
have hurt people, as they were thrown without warning and could 
have inspired police to bust heads. Not a good thing... 

At first bank that was trashed (there were two attacked during the 
demo, including the World Bank Headquarters), rocks ricocheted 
off windows and hitpeople inthe street, including fellow demonstra- 
tors. the should be minimized in the future by moving closer to the 
target and practice (or by using a larger rock!) 

* There should have been a message left at attacked sights, so it's not 
looked upon as mindless hooliganism. 

= There were no anarchists who spoke on the platform. This should 
be rectified at future demos. 

TOPIC 2: TACTICS 

+ Amap and contact phone # would have been helpful to coordinate 
rides for those who were lost 

* Info on arrests and a bust fund/contact person should be there for 
future demos 

+ More consideration should be given to the welfare of very old/young 
people, and those who do not wishto participate if a riotous situation 
occurs, 

* The fact that medical team was present was good, but they should 
have been more readily identifiable (i.e. red crosses, etc.) 

* Fliers explaining why we participated in the black bloc should have 
been passed out to other demonstrators/onlookers 

TOPIC 3: AYF NETWORKINGM AFFILIATION AND 
CREATING TIES 

* The network format is very independent. This is good'and bad. 

* An independent AYF bulletin should be established. 

* Groups should take advantage of the AYF page in PROFANE 
EXISTENCE, especially to update eachother on what's going on. 

* Groups tend to correspond through Minneapolis. This should 
change and groups should start working with/writing eachother. 

* There should be greater correspondence on an individual level. 

(NOTE: atthis point is brought up that the meeting is unbalanced 
between male/female speakers. Quite a few people refuse to take 
notice and continue to monopolize discussion - Dar/NYAYF) 

+ Demonstration reports should be published for the education’ 
inspiration of other chapters. 

+ Synchronized direct actions are discussed. A possible code for 
letters is brought up. 

* Coded letters are too James Bond like and don't reach non- 
anarchists who might be into it. Suggestion to send out decentral- 
ized letters calling for a direct action on a certain day is discussed, 

+ People talk about FBI infiltration, opening mail, etc. which will be 
escalating as resistance to the war/state goes on. 

+ Writing to people across the country (not in traditionally active 
anarchist areas) is a good way to raise "membership" 

+ Ads in zines help raise awareness as well 

* Organization in high schools and passing out fliers is important. 
Leaving fliers on public places places is a good way to getthem out. 

* To reach non anarchists, itis important to pinpoint areas of (i.e. war, 
taxes, etc 

* Fuck school days, schools stoppers manuals, etc. is a good basis to 
build on in high schools.
